At a meeting of Liberals in the A. O. 
U. W. hall last even ins, Hon. William 
Templeman, minister of inland re- 
venue, minister of mines and repre- 
sentative lor Victoria in the federal 
parliament, and Ralph Smith, M; P. 
for Nana i mo, were heard in defence 
of the Liberal party's regime its treat 
ment of British Columbia generally 
and Victoria in particular. 

Hon. JJr. Templeman occupied the 
major portion of the time at his flls 
posal in an exposition of the amount 
of expenditure of the Dominion gov 
eminent upon public works and pub- 
lic utilities on the Pacific coast, com- 
paring the same with corresponding 
expenditure during the late Conserva- 
tive regime. He dwelt at some length 
upon the topic of "better terms." His 
most interesting statement in this 
connection was his assertion of his be- 
lief that the question was dead be- 
yond all possibility of being revived 
until the end of the ten years during 
which British Columbia enjoys the 
additional $100,000 per year awarded 
this province. He made a guarded 
reference to the Oriental question. He 
disabused the minds of those present 
of any hope for the immediate settle 
ment of the Songhecs reserve qucs 
Vion, and hefore resuming his seat he 
affirmed that any project for bridging 
the Seymour Narrows or for providing 
better communication between Van- 
couver island and the mainland would 
have his support. 

The lengthy speech of the minister 
shortened the time at the disposal of 
Mr. Smith. His most interesting ut- 
terance was when ho offered a remedy 
for the vexed question of the Japaneso 
invasion, which he thought would bo 
accepted by the Dominion and the im- 
perial governments. It was the adop- 
tion of the passport system of admis- 
sion of Japanese and the passing of 
an educational test within the powers 
of the provincial government. 

It was nearly 8.30 o'clock when the 
curtain rolling up, the platform was 
revealed to the audience which had 
gathered. R. B. MeMiclung, president 
of the Liberal Association, presided, 
and seated at his right were the speak- 
ers of the evening, Hon. W. Tcmpie- 
man, Ralph Smith, M. P., and a num- 
ber of prominent Liberals, including 
Senator George Riley, R. A. C. Grant, 
president of the Young Men's Liberal 
Club, R, L. Drury, Richard Hall, W. 
G. Cameron, A. S. Frascr, F. Higgins 
and others. 

Address Is Read 

After a short speech Mr. McMicking 
called upon A. B. Fras ?r to read an 
address to the Hon. Mr. Templeman 
on behalf of the Liberals of the city. 

The address expressed the satisfac- 
tion of the Liberals of Victoria upon 
the manner in which Mr. Templeman 
had fulfilled his pre-election promises. 
It instanced the improvements to 
navigations upon the west coast, the 
building of the new trail and the es- 
tablishing of coast guards, life-saving 
apparatus, new light houses, wireless 
telegraphic stations, etc., which had 
been Installed in the eighteen months 
Mr. Templeman has been In office. Re- 
ference was made to the creation of 
the department of mines, the port- 
folio of -which ho holds, to the investi- 
gations with regard to iron deposits 
carried out on Vancouver island, and 
to the improvement of Victoria harbor. 
The proposed establishment of an ex- 
perimental farm and a biological sta- 
tion upon the island was also men- 
tioned. 

Mr. Templemnn's Reply 

Hon. Mr. Templeman was received 
with applause when ho. began his 
speech In reply. 

After expressing the pleasure ho had 
felt in returning to the most beautiful 
city of Canada, the minister deprecat- 
ed his being given the credit for all 
the work that had been done for Bri- 
tish Columbia by the Dominion gov- 
ernment. He referred to the support 
Which the other British Columbian 
members had lent. 

Proceeding ho stated that ho did not 
Intend to dwell at length upon what 
might, be termed the platform of the 
government. Be was there to discuss 
the matters which affected personally 
the people of Victoria, his constitu- 
ents. 

His Claim for Credit. 

Much of this had been mentioned In 
the address. At the time of his elec- 
tion political capital had been made by 
(he Conservative press out of the then 
Valencia wreck. He had promised to 
use his best exertions to have aids to 
navigation installed upon the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. As a re- 
sult of hjs efforts in addition to the 
lighthouses and beacons which had 
been installed a trail from thirty to 
forty miles In length was being con- 
structed from Bamflold creek to Oar- 
innnnh. Three surf boats had been 
placed at Intervals along the coast. 
Prior to his departure from Ottawa, 
as acting minister of marine, he had 
authorized the purchase of a self-pro- 
pelling surf boat. The latter, which is 
thirty-SlX feet long, is being built in 
New Jersey from plans loaned by i ho 
United States government, It will 
cost about $11!, 000 and will be sta- 
tioned In Victoria. 

Mr. Templeman referred to his ac- 
tion upon taking over the department 



of mines in despatching Mr. Linda- 
man to investigate the iron deposits 
of Vancouver Island. 

The improvements to the harbor had 
received his attontion. A dredge was 
being built and would b e at work upon 
this coast by next spring. It would bo 
kept at work upon Victoria's inner 
harbor. 

"Better Terms." 

After a passing reference to the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Justice Duff to the 
Supreme Court bench of Canada and 
to the wireless tolegraphy altercation. 
Mr. Templeman proceeded to the ques- 
tion of "better terms."' 

He briefly reviewed the history of 
the struggle for "bettei.- terms" In as 
far as It affected British Columbia. It 
was only aootit seven years old. It 
had never existed until a Liberal gov- 
ernment was in power at Ottawa. 

British Columbia refused to take part 
In the Quebec inter-provincial confer- 
ence of I8S7. There resolutions almost 
Identical with those adopted recently, 
had boon passed. Even the words 
"final and unalterable" were found in 
them. In the conference of i9#2 the 
resolutions adopted contained the 
words "definite and unalterable." 

To the last conference, that of 1905, 
Mr. McBride Tid gone with m de?ire 
to obtain a settlement of the questlm. 
He wanted a grievance. In proof of 
Ihis Mr. Templeman affirmed that Mr. 
McBride had never stated with what 
he would bo satisfied. 

Thinks Question. Is Dead. 

In continuing Mr. Templeman re- 
marked: 

'.'Mr. McBride did not want a satis- 
factory settlement. I believe the 
"better terms" question is dead in 
British Columbia, and I don't believe 
you can revive It, at least till the ten 
years in which British. Columbia en- 
Joys exceptional treatment are com- 
pleted." ,

FROM CROW'S NEST 



United States Customs Show 
Large Total for Idaho and 
. Montana 



Rossland, Sept. 18.— Figures In re- 
gard to the quantity of coke and coal 
sent out of British Columbia from the 
Crow's Nest Pass points differ when 
obtained from different sources. The 
Miner recently st !• to its correspon- 
dent in Ottawa for the figures, and 
the correspondent reported that for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1007, 
2S2.598 tons of coal and 22,007 tons of 
coke had been exported. That Is, that 
quantity of coal and coke had passed 
through the customs district of Nel- 
son. 

This quality seemed small, and the 
American authorities were appealed 
to. According to them the Imports of 
coal from British Columbia into the 
customs districts of Idaho and Mon- 
tana for the fiscal year end.lng June 30, 
1007, was 233,034 tona. The coke Im- 
ports in tho same time are given as 
G1.31S tons. < 

This make a total of 291,952 tons of 
fuel sent from Crow's Nest Pass 
points in British Columbia into Idaho 
and Montana alone. Whether all of 
this vast quatity of fuel was consum- 
ed in these two states could not be 
ascertained, but only that it passed 
through the custom houses for the 
districts of Idaho and Montana. 

Presumably some of the 01,318 tons 
of coke sent Into Idaho and Montana 
during the year went to Northport. 
If tho smelter there used 15,000 tons, 
as claimed, there would still bo 46,- 
318 tons left, which was consumed in 
other United States smelters, and 
which, if kept in this province and, 
given to home smelters, would, with 
the help of tho quantity of coke which 
they actually received, have kept them 
in steady operation. It takes 13 per 
cent of a ton of coke to reduce a ton 
of ore. On this basis, the 46,318 tons 
of coke used by American smelters 
other than the one at Northport, would 
have been sufficient to reduce all of 
the ore produced in the province 
camps last year. 

Senator Forakcr's Views, 

Hillsborough, Sept. IS. — U.S. Senator 
Joseph B. Foraker, addressing several 
thousand of residents and former resi- 
dents of Highland county, today re- 
viewed at large the desire, wheh ho 
claims is prevalent In certain parts of 
the country, for a change to a broader 
interpretation of the national consti- 
tution. Senator Foraker supported 
"state rights" as opposed to "central- 
izing of power" by saying that "no 
greater calamity could befall this 
counVy than fop it lo so change its 
constitution as to authorize the federal 
government to deal with nil or any 
considerable pari of the subjects over 
which the states reserve control." 



Vancouver, Sept. 18.— President 
Hays of the G. T. P., Vice-President 
Morse, Senator Geo. A. Cox and about 
twenty others, are expected to arrive 
hero today or Friday morning. The 
party lias reserved berths on the Prin- 
cess May, which sails north that even- 
ing. It is their intention to spend 
about a fortnight visiting Prince Ru- 
pert, Port Simpson, Kitamaat and 
other northern points. On their re- 
turn they will go to Victoria to confer 
with Premier McBride and colleagues 
with tho object of arriving at an 
amicable settlement of the dispute 
about tho ownership of the Kalen Is- 
land Indian reserve, and also to initi- 
ate negotiations for securing addition- 
al land tor terminals at Kitamaat. 

Owyang King, Chinese vice-consul 
at San Francisco, Is In the. city under 
orders from his government to inves- 
tigate the damage incurred by the 
Chinese in the recent riot. He lias 
employed experienced valuators, and 
will have all claims for damages pre- 
pared during his stay. Ho called on 
Mayor Bethune this morning. He 
made, no mention of damages, though 
lio expressed appreciation of the ef- 
forts made by tiie civic officials to 
prevent any further disturbances. It 
is expected that tho imperial govern- 
ment will look to tho Dominion gov- 
ernment for satisfaction of claims 
should they be made. 

Tho vessel Comox ran ashore on 
Cortex island reef at low tide in a 
heavy fog yesterday morning. Her 
passengers and freight were taken off 
by the Casslar, and no one was In- 
jured. The tug Tartar has been de- 
spatched to pull her off, and as she 
stranded at low tide it is not thought 
there will hn any difficulty. 



Winnipeg Incinerator 

Winnipeg, Sept. IS.— It is stated in 
civic circles that the city will take no 
action in the Incinerator queston until 
the Dccarie company puts In a formal 
application for tho balance of the con- 
tract price. It is generally expected 
now that the whole matter will end 
in the courts, when tho main question 
to be threshed out Will be "what is 
night soil?" The company has claim- 
ed that night soil offered at the tests 
wna 95 per cent liquid, while ordinary 
night soil Is not more than GO per 
cent, fluid.

Date of Meeting of Parliament — Prob- 
blo Action in Regard to Oriental 
Immigration. 

Ottawa, Sept. 18, — At today's meet- 
ing of the cabinet the regulations for 
the new mint, which is a branch of 
the Royal mint of Britain, were adopt- 
ed. The silver coins to bo turned out 
by the mint are the same as now used 
in Canada, namely five cent pieces; 
ten cent pieces, twenty-five and fifty 
cent pieces, and one cent ' coppers. 

Parliament will assemble on Nov. 
14, unless something transpires to de- 
lay tho opening, but this is regarded 
as unlikely. For the first time in 
Canadian experience committee work 
will begin at once. 

The question of fixing a date for 
holding the liye-elections for the Do- 
minion house was discussed at yes- 
terday's cabinet meeting and practi- 
cally decided. There are three vacan- 
cies, one in London, caused by the 
resignation of Hon. ChaS. Hyman, an- 
other in North Wellington, caused by 
the doatli of the late Mr. Martin, and 
the third In Northumberland, caused 
by Mr. Cochrane's death. Two wore 
Liberal and Northumberland Conser- 
vatives. 

An order-ln-council has passed fix- 
ing Thursday, Oct. 3 1st, as Thanks, 
giving day. 

The supreme courts .->f the two new 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan are now complete. At the meet- 
ing of the cabinet yesterday Hon. Mr. 
Lament, attorney general of Saskat- 
chewan, was appointed a puisne 
judgo In the Saskatchewan supreme 
court, and M. D. Beck, K. C, of Ed- 
monton, was appointed puisne judge 
of tiie Alberta supreme court. 

Col. David C. Lamb, head of the 
Salvation Army immigration depart- 
ment, arrived in Ottawa yesterday. 
He stated that before leaving Eng- 
land he had made arrangements with 
tho Allan and Dominion lines to char- 
ter ten vessels next season, and these 
would carry about 20,000 British emi- 
grants to Canada. 

Tho request of the trades congress 
at Winnipeg for the abrogation of tho 
clause in the treaty between Canada 
and Japan relating to Immigration, is 
not. likely to be entertained by the 
government, but the cabinet will en- 
deavor to effect an understanding, not 
only with Japan, but India, which will 
prevent flooding the labor market In 
British Columbia with Japanese or 
Hindus. 



JEALOUSY AND MURDER. 

Austrian Heiress Is Viciim in a Squalid 
Tragedy. 

New York, Sept. 1 8, — Droga Seigel, 
an heiress of twenty years, and daugh- 
ter of a former colonel In the Austrian 
army, was fatally shot tonight by Jul- 
ius Hoffman, a married man, formerly 
in Lieut.-Col. Ecisc-I's regiment. 

Tho tragedy was the outcome of 
jealousy. Hoffman after the shooting 
tried to shoot himself, but was pre- 
vented by the girl. Hoffman and his 
wife came to America in January, 
1900, and the latter worked as a dress- 
maker in tills city. Soon afterwards 
Miss Seigel, who had lived with the 
Hoffmans in Austria, after her father's 
death, came to New York. The wife 
three months ago began divorce pro- 
ceedings and instituted a suit against 
Miss Seigel for $15,000 damages for 
alienating the affections of her hus- 
band. Recently Hoffman suspected 
that he had a rival In the young wo- 
man's affections, and today he went 
to her apartments demanding that she 
tell him the name of the man. Miss 
Seigel protested that, she loved only 
Hoffman. After threatening her with a 
pistol for half an hour, Hoffman shot 
Miss Seigel twice, and, as he. told the 
police, placed the muzzle of the pistol 
In his mouth intending to kill himself. 
Before he could pull the trigger, ho 
says, Miss Seigel sprang lo prevent 
him and In the struggle the pistol was 
discharged, tho bullet lodging- in Miss 
Seigel's head and inflicting a mortal 
wound. 

Miss Seigel was taken to a hospital 
still declaring her love for Hoffman. 
She would have inherited $100,000 a 
year hence.

TO CONSERVATISM 

Sir Charles Tupper Speaks of 
What the Party's Policy . 
Has Accomplished 



Winnipeg, Sept IS. — Sir Charles 
Tupper purposes to make his head- 
quarters In Winnipeg for some time. 
Lady Tupper has been seriously in- 
disposed by an acute attack of rheu- 
matism, and is only recuperating 
slowly. He Intends to spend tho 
hardest months of the winter with his 
son, Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper, in 
Vancouver. 

"In 1S04," said Sir Charles, "tho 
public men of both parties were in- 
spired by the sentiment that the pres- 
ervation of tho British influence in 
Canada made it necessary that we 
should form a confederation from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. It was done, 
but by means of the terms given to 
British Columbia for Inclusion in 1872 
the Conservative party was defeated In 
1873." 

"But what," said the aged veteran, 
"would the Dominion of Canada be 
without British Columbia and its out- 
let upon the Pacific?" 

"Since 1S79," lie continued, "the 
country has followed a policy that was 
in Its inception opposed by the Lib- 
erals, but could not be departed from 
by them when they came into power." 

Regarding the approaching federal 
fight Sir Charles said: "I cannot help 
thinking that Ole intelligent judgment 
of the people will be that tiie Conser- 
vative party, to whose measures the 
present greatness or Canada is entire- 
ly due, Is entitled to tho support of 
the rountry and to restoration to 
power." 

"When it is remembered" — and With 
those words the oV light of battle 
came into tho veteran's eyes — "that the 
whole policy of confederation, tho Ad- 
option of tiie National policy and the 
construction of the Canadian Pacific 
railway are all matters which wero 
fought by the Liberal-Conservatives 
against the most k.ltter hostility of the 
Liberals, ami that Canada owes Us 
greatness entirely to those measures, 
the strongest possible claim has been 
established for a renewal of public 
confidence. Liberals themselves admit 
that but for these things they fought 
against Canada's present position 
would have been impossible."

Japanese Have Bori-Bcri ' 

Lincoln, Neb.. Sent. 18.— Fear of an 
epidemic of beri-borl, with which 
many Jnp laborers of Alvo are afflict- 
ed, prompted Citj Physician Slattery 
today to order an inspection of all 
Orientals in (his city. Dr. W. Fl, Wil- 
son, state health inspector, visited the 
railroad camp ut Alvo and ordered 
afflicted laborers segregated. 



London, Sept. 18. — Between 40,000 
and F,0.000 members of the boilermak- 
ers' society will be locked out on Oct. 
5. Notices to that effect wore posted 
today by the shipbuilders' federation. 
•'The men are employed chiefly at the 
Apast coast ports, at Barrow and at 
Clyde. 

Some time, ago lockout notices were 
Issued because of a number of sec- 
tional strikes, in which tho men left 
work without glvlrig notice and with- 
out discussion of their grievances. Tho 
notices, however, were withdrawn and 
what is known as the Edinburgh 
agreement" was made. Under this re- 
presentatives of the men stipulated 
that such annoying strikes would he 
avoided. The society repudiated the 
action of Its representatives, and the 
federation is now determined to fight 
the men to a finish. The chief grie- 
vance of the employers Is that tho ex- 
ecutive committee of the boilermnk- 
ers' society has no real power, and 
cannot force the men lo observe an 
agreement. 

With the prospective strike of (he 
members of the society of railway ser- 
vants, which, unless prevented, will 
be one of the most serious ever known 
In the United Kingdom, the labor sit- 
uation Is becoming critical. Labor 
lenders of the railway men, however, 
are making every effort to conciliate 
the companies, and It Is hoped that ar- 
bitration or some other method to 
solve the grave problem will be 
adopted. 



New York, Sept. 18.— More light was 
shed upon tho remarkable earning ca- 
pacity of the various subsidiary com- 
panies of the Standard Oil company, 
when Frank B. Kellogg, who Is con- 
ducting tho federal suit, succeeded in 
placing upon tho records the profits 
of the seventeen principal subsidiary 
companies in tho years 1905 and 1906. 
The statement of the earnings of the 
company in Indiana which was re- 
cently fined $29,240,000 by Judgo Lan- 
dls, of Chicago, for rebating, disclosed 
that in 1900 the company earned $10,- 
516,820 on a capital of $1,000,000, or 
over 1,000 per cent, a year. 

This was more than any other sub- 
sidiary company of tho big combina- 
tion. 

Mr. Kellogg developed, while Clar- 
ence G. Fay, assistant comptroller of 
tho Standard Oil company, was on the 
stand, a curious problem of book- 
keeping Which Mr. Fay failod to ex- 
plain. From figures submitted it was 
shown that the Standard Oil company 
of Now York, in 1904, made a profit of 
$7,751,100 and paid in dividends to tho 
Standard Oil company of Now Jersey 
$32,098,430. This transaction reduced 
the net assets of the New York com- 
pany from $40,425,900 to $15,179,706, 
whiie tho liabilities leaped from $47,- 
640,235 In 1903 to $81,395,145 in 1904, 
an increase of nearly $34,000,000. The 
gross assets of the New York com- 
panv, however, increased from $88,- 
074,561 in 1903 to $96,574,852 in 1904. 

Meamv'hlle the accounts receivable 
of the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey grew from ' $.'iy,045,01» in 1003 
to $5S, 272,924. 

Mr. Fay was closely questioned as to • 
tho nature of the increased liabilities 
of the company and tho increase in. 
accounts receiveablo of the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey, but he 
could not explain until he had exam- 
ined tho books of both companies, 
which he told Mr. Kellogg he would 
do. 

Chas. M. Pratt, secretary of the 
Standard Oil company, was recalled 
and told that ho had held for the 
Standard Oil company tho stock of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil company when 
It was not permitted to operate in 
Texas. He said that he held the stock 
as a matter of convenience, not to 
avoid- tho anti-trust laws of Texas. 

Mr. Pratt throw some interesting 
sidelights on the Waters-Pierce OH 
company, the stock of which was held 
for a long period by M. M. Van Buren, 
who was connected with the Standard 
Oil company, Mr. Van Buren purchas- 
ed the stock from Mr. Pratt, and early 
this year the Standard Oil company 
bought it back. Tin; nature of tho 
transaction showed that Mr. Van 
Buren received from the Standard Oil 
company exactly what he paid for the 
stock, and that during the timo ho 
held it the dividends wero paid to tho 
Standard Oil company. 

After looking over the records of the 
board of directors of the Standard OH 
company, Mr. Pratt said that In 1899 a 
committee of four wero appointed to 
act as a stock 'securities committee. 
John D. Archbold, John Bushnell, C. 
M. Pratt, and O. J. Jennings were the 
members of the committee, which act- 
ed as custodian of stocks, having a 
value of $37,000,000. Mr. Pratt said 
that the Standard Oil company of New 
York purchased oil from the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey for export 
and conducted most all of the cxporc 
business. Mr. Pratt said that he was 
absent when the trust agreement was 
signed in 1SS2, and at that time only 
knew H. H. Rogers and his father 
Chas. Pratt as among those who 
signed the trust agreement. 

Mr. Pratt w.is excused, and Wostloy 
H. Tilford, treasurer of tho Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey, was called. 
Mr. Tilford said he had been treasurer 
slnco 1S99, and was a vice-president 
of the Standard Oil company of New 
York. He had acted as a liquidating 
trustee of the Standard Oil Trust, lie 
said. 

John C. Milburn, counsel for the de- 
fendant companies, at this point made 
objection to any testimony being taken 
concerning occurrences previous to July 
2, 1890. when the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Law went into effect. Mr. Tilford said 
the original liquidating trustees wero 
John D. Rockefeller, John D. Archbold, 
Benjamin Browset, O. J. Jennings and 
H. M. Flagler. Mr. Tilford said that 
before he went into the Standard Oil 
company bo had been identified with 
the Chas. Carley company. 

.Mr. Kellogg at this point sought to 
have spread upon the records a copy 
of the original trust agreement In 1882, 
to which Mr. Milburn objected on tho 
ground that the agreement was made 
prior to July 2, 1890. Aljournmcnt 
was then taken until tomorrow. 



A Winnipeg Failure 

Winnipeg, Sept. 18. — The Imperial 
Fruit Company went into liquidation 
yesterday, and had appointed R. E. 
Miles accountant for the firm, as 
liquidator. The manager of the firm 
staled that the business 1 would be 
closed rait as rapidly as possible, and 
that they would pay 100 cents on the 
dollar to all creditors. 



Train Men Prosecuted. 

Toronto, Sept. IS.— Following upon 
the verdict of the coroner's Jury at tho 
Inquest concerning the death of Rich- 
ard Bell, one of Hie victims of tho 
Caledon railway disaster, warrants 
were issued last night for tiio arrest 
or Oeorge Hoge nnd Matthew Crimes, 
the engineer and conductor respective- 
ly of the train which was wrecked.

Mr. McBrldc, had he endeavored to 
have British Columbia, placed in the 
Kiuno situation us Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan with regard to quinquennia; 
Instead of decennial payments might 
have gained an additional $30,000 or 
$10,000 for the province. 

Mr. Templenuui dwelt at some length 
with a statement which ho said had 
been made by Mr; McBrldo and his 
supporters to; the effect that since con- 
federation British Colu il.iu had 
contributed $17,000,000 more to the 
Dominion than tho Dominion had 
expended upon the pr i ■-luce, lie 
discussed a number of itrfnis npon 
which this estimate was based. Tho 
railway subsidy figures were placed 
at $1, 20-1,000 In this estimate. The 
speaker had a statement fr 'to the. rail- 
way department showing that this 
should be placed at $3,45R.OpO. He 
made a plea tor the Inclusion of the 
$14,000,000 qxpendod by the Dominion 
government in building the British 
Columbia portion of the C. " J . P.. 

Ho cavilled at tho inclusion of the 
entire Chinese head tax figures, and of 
the j',500,000 acres of land in tho Peace 
River district granted the Dominion 
by the provinco In return for being re- 
lieved of certain public works. 

Would Have Been Better. 
Mr. Templeman did not take excep- 
tion to the other contentions advanced 
by the provincial leader in his claim 
for better terms, and he admitted that 
he believed it would have been better if 
Instead of $100,000 for ten years, the 
Dominion had reduced the sum and 
granted it in perpetuity. He also 
trusted that the Dominion would de- 
vote tho a, 500,000 acres of land refer- 
red to, to the purpose of encouraging 
railway development in the Pacific 
province. 

With regard to the words "final and 
unalterable," Mr. Templeman stated 
that the striking out of these had been 
due not to Hon. Mr. McBrldc, but to 
Mr. Thrlhgr, chief draughtsman of 
bills to the British parliament. Mr. 
Churchill, merely to make Mr. Mc- 
Brldo feel good and go home satisfied, 
had assured him that it was upon his 
representations this action hud been 
taken. 

Mr. Templeman expressed the opin- 
ion that the kind of "better terms" the 
province required was the expenditure 
by the Dominion of more money upon 
public utilities and development. He 
gave a few Instances of what already 
had been done, quoting figures to show 
the increased expenditure under the 
Liberal regime upon various public 
utilities over that of the Conserva- 
tives durf.ig their term of office. In- 
cidentally he mentioned that including 
tho cost of the new fisheries protec- 
tion cruiser now being designed for 
this coast, the total expenditure for 
aids to navigation,' etc., (luring the 
present year was over $500,000, and 
upon public buildings $600,000. 

Oriental Question. 
Mr. Templeman then made the fol- 
lowing statement with regard to the 
Oriental question: 

"My opinion is that the unrestricted 
Immigration of Orientals is not only 
undesirable from the standpoint of 
tho workingman, who will first feel 
the effects of the competition, but it 
Is still more undesirable from the 
standpoint of the rest of the people. 
We are building up a young nation, 
which we all hope will become great 
and prosperous. The very founda- 
tion of a prosperous, progressive and 
enlightened nation must ever be tho 
character of its people. I want to see 
Canada a homogeneous race, and now 
in our formative period it is of tho 
first importance that only such race.* 
as will become good Canadians should 
be encouraged to live and abide with 
us. I realize, fully, the dllllctiltics to 
be met with in giving effect to that 
view. Tho Japanese are a marvelous 
race, and I have nothing but admira- 
tion for the achievements or that na- 
tion during the last twenty or thirty 
years. They are also the allies of 
Great Britain, of which nation we are 
a part. Provincial Acts, aimed at 
their exclusion have been disallowed 
by Ottawa at the request of the Im- 
perial Government, and it is utterly 
useless, except as an appeal to dema- 
goguery, to continue to enact such leg- 
islation. 

"It is the duty of the parliament of 
Canada to deal with the matter but 
the parliament of Canada would not 
at present enact a law prohibiting 
Japanese from coining into this coun- 
try; if it did the law would be dis- 
allowed by the Imperial government. 
It is useless to disguise that fact, and 
it is worse than useless for' public 
men and public newspapers In British 
Columbia or elsewhere to continue 
making a political football out of the 
Oriental question. It is an intensely 
important question. A solution of the 
problem can only be found by direct 
negotiations with the Japanese gov- 
ernment, and there is reason to believe 
tiiat that government will become a 
party to an agreement or a treaty that 
will lie effective. 

"And I say tho same about the Hin- 
dus.' That race cannot be legislated 
against by a British country, but it 
can be reducted to a minimum or bo 
entirely stopped through the influence 
nf the British and India governments. 
Wo have a $500 head tax on the 
Chinese. I favored that tax, and, with 
the other Liberal members, was in. 
strumental in having it put on. I 
must, to be consistent, approve of re- 
strictions on all other Orientals, al- 
though wc may have to bring it about 
in a different way. 

"I do not now advocate that any law 
he passed, unless wo are assured in 
advance that such a law will have the 
approval of the Imperial government, 
out I do think that the Imperial gov- 
ernment, as well as. the governments 
of Japan and India, can be made to 
see that the emigration of citizens of 
the last two countries to Canada in 
such numbers as have been coming 
during this summer is a menace to 
the people of tho Pacific coast, and 
will result, 'in the end, disastrously to 
many of their own people, 

"Tho Toronto Globe, the leading 
Liberal paper of Canada, expresses the 
sane and patriotic view when It says: 
"That immigration should be re- 
stricted, very narrowly restricted, as 
to quantity, and very carefully selected 
as to quality. Asiatic domination In 
British Columbia Is too nearly possible 
for the suggestion to be scoffed at and 
dismissed. And every Interest of Ca- 
nadian civilization, social. Industrial, 
political and moral, stands to lose, 
with no gain to match, If at til 1 h stage 
in the development of Canada the alien 
and utiadjllotabie elements from the 
and unad.lustablc elements from the 
Orioht bo admitted in such large and 
increasing numbers as recent statistics 
show." 

Songhoos' Reserve. 

With regard to the Songhees' re- 
nerve question, Mr. Templeman did not 
offer much encouragement for its Im- 
mediate settlement. Canada was hound 
to deal justly by the Indians. The'lsiw 
ordained that the majority of the In- 



dians of a reserve must give their as- 
sent to any plan for their removal. 
Until this was done the government 
was powerless. 

Mainland Question. 
He referred to a question which he 
stated the Colonist In a very fair spirit 
had addressed to him that morning. 
It was with regard to his attitude to- 
wards railway connection with the 
mainland. He replied to the ques- 
tion categorically. He was entirely In 
favor of the construction of a railway 
bridge or car ferries across the straits. 
He was as strongly in favor of this as 
anyone In Victoria. Any Victorian 
must favor It. There was not a trans- 
continental railway in the Dominion 
the C.P.R., C.N.B. and. G.T.P., with 
Which he had not been in communica- 
tion upon this very subject. He was 
not at liberty to divulge any names, 
but he could say that the matter 
would receive the active consideration 
of a railway company within two yours 
from now. 

Cr. Templeman, however, questioned 
the use of doing anything until a de- 
linite railway project was in readiness. 
If there Was any project put forward 
which had tho support of any strong 
railway back of it, he was confident 
that the Dominion government would 
be prepared to extend it aid as they 
had done every other railway scheme 
advanced for British Columbia since 
he had assumed office. 

Reference to Mr. Borden. 
Mr. Templeman made a passing re- 
ference to the approaching visit of 
Mr. R. L. Borden. He deprecated the 
attacks which Mr; Borden was mak- 
ing upon the purity of the Liberal 
party. Mr. Borden compared with 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler was as a rush 
light to a high powered electric lumin- 
ary, but .Mr. Bonleu was an honorable 
and upright gentleman, though no 
politician. Mr. Templeman advised 
all present to hear him. Mr. Temple- 
man stated that Mr. Borden had not 
a single plank in his platform of any 
strength of originality with the ex- 
ception of government ownership of 
telephone and telegraph lines. 

In conclusion Mr. Templeman stat- 
ed that he would probably address an- 
other meeting before his return to Ot- 
tawa a month hence, arid often before 
the next election, which he did not 
think would take place for two years. 
He resumed his scat amid consider- 
able applause. 

Deprecates Provincialism. 
Ralph Smith, M.P., followed. Mr. 
Smith's address was not a lengthy one. 
After stating his regret that British 
Columbia was fostering a spirit of 
provincialism and localism to the de- 
triment of the national spirit, Mr. 
Smith alluded to the necessity of al- 
ways keeping the relation of British 
Columbia to Cunada and Canada to 
tho Empire in mind in dealing with any 
question. 

He spoke at some length upon the 
general prosperity of the country, due 
to the Liberal regime. He also dis- 
cussed the - distribution of wealth and 
stated that in no country in tho world 
was It so far as It is in Canada. The 
Dominion government was responsible 
for this. Mr. Smith instanced the 
work of tho railway commission, the 
Industrial labor bureau, etc. 

Suggests a Remedy. 
Mr. Smith had a remedy for the Ori- 
ental question. At the recent con- 
ference between Sir Wilfrid Laurler, 
K. Ishii and T. Xosse, Japanese con- 
sul-general, tho statement had been 
made thati Japan had adhered strictly to 
the convention undex which but 500 
Japanese were allowed to emigrate to 
Canada per year, and no more than 
this number of passports had been is- 
sued. Mr. Smith advocated the ad- 
option of the passport system. The 
government should allow only those 
Japanese presenting passports to enter 
the country. 

He would also favor the enacting of 
such educational tests by the provin- 
cial government as fell within their 
well defined rights. 

Attitude of Unions. 
"When labor unions pass resolu- 
tions," continued Mr. Smith, "against 
the coming of white labor to Canada, 
I say that they are defeating their 
own aims. I say that they should 
unite with the employers to bring out 
selected and desirable immigrants. If 
it is true that labor is needed, and it 
is needed, It is to the interest of the 
working man to have only the better 
class brought in. 
. "The people of this province will not 
tolerate this invasion of the Japanese 
into the province. We need labor 
but the British government is appro- 
priating money to feed its people. 
These are the people whom we want 
and who have the first claim upon tills 
country." 

People to Blame. 

Mr. Smith also referred to the ap- 
proaching visit of Mr. Borden. That 
gentleman would speak of the corrup- 
tion prevailing within the Liberal 
ranks. There was corruption within 
the ranks of both parties, and it was 
the people alone who were to blame. 

The meeting concluded with the 
singing of the national anthem.

Several other speeches follow 
terspersed with songs, and th 
was late when the national anthem was 
sung, and the assemblage dispersed, 
after spending a very pleasant even- 
ing. 

Carrie Nation Arrested. 

Washington', Sept. is. — Mrs 



Prominent in philanthropic work in 
the old land and at present In Cunada 
sizing up the opportunities offered to 
the unemployed of England, Walter 
Hazell, ex-M. P., is at present in the 
citv, registered at the Oak Bay hotel. 
Mr. Hazell, who arrived yesterday 
from the east, is chairman of the im- 
migration committee of the Central 
Unemployed body of London', a body 
acting under the Unemployed Work- 
man's act. 1!)0.">, and appointed by 
statute to deal witli one of the great- 
est problems which confronts Great 
Britain. The members of the body are 
delegates from tho London local au- 
thorities. 

He is touring the Dominion in the 
interests of the Central Unemployed 
body and is completing arrangements 
for next year's emigration from the 
old country. 

.Mr. Hazell, who is head of tho large 
publishing house of Hazell, Vinoy it 
Watson, devotes a great deal of his 
time to public business, particularly 
in the interests of the working classes, 
lie Is a firm believer in the. colonies 
as a proper outlet for the surplus pop- 
ulation of the riiotherland, and speaks 
enthusiastically of . Canada as a field 
wherein the work of the Central Un- 
employed body has met with tin; great- 
est success. Tills year that committee 
sent to the Dominion 5,300 of the un- 
employed and last year about -',000, 
while the money spent for this pur- 
pose exceeded £40,000. 

"We have authority under tho act," 
said Mr. Hazell, "to ileal with people 
who are unemployed owing to econom- 
ic reasons,- but nothing to do with the 
unemployed pauper or vagrants, who 
do not come within the scope of the 
act. It is tlie unskilled laborer towards 
whom the efforts of the Central Un- 
employed body are directed, the men 
who are most suitable for work on 
farms unci other Work nf which there 
Is such a scarcity in the Dominion." 

The greatest care is taken to see 
(hat those receiving aid from the Cen- 
tral Unemployed bpdy uro of a deserv- 
ing and sober and industrious class, 
and before a man receives aid his 
whole circumstances are closely in- 
quired into. The result has been that 
out of the 7,000 or 8,000 persons sent 
to Canada, but a very small percentage 
ever occasion trouble to the 
tee. An applicant must rcsld 
months in one locality before be is 
eligible for aid. This year out of ave! 
lti, 000 applicants 5,300 were selected 
and all were sent to Canada. 

Tho Central Unemployed body pos- 
sesses a farm of 1,;100 acres in . •Suffolk 
where these applicants for aid who 
are accustomed to farm work are sent 
for a slated period, more for the. pur- 
pose of building them up physically) 
but a small proportion of the appli- 
cants go on tho farm. The vast ma- 
jority are city broil and it. I* tie- en- 
deavor of the. committee to. find then 
work in the smaller centres of Cana- 
da, the larger cities being shunned as 
far as p«

Yesterday morning tho association 
had outstanding accounts amounting 
lo $800 from last year, but tho direc- 
tors undertook a canvass and secured 
cash and promised subscriptions 
amounting to $300. Another $100 13 
falling due shortly in matured sub- 
scriptions and this totalled $400, leav- 
ing the directors with $400 to raise to 
enter upon the new year with a clean 
sheet. This as a result of the "square" 
dealings of those at the annual meet- 
ing, they arc able to do. 

The meeting was a lengthy one. The 
reports of the various committees for 
the year were read, directors elected, 
W. G. Flndlay, the new physical dir- 
ector introduced, a programme ' of 
music and recitations rendered, and 
refreshments served. Owing to the 
illness of President Johns, the chair 
was taken by U. S. Consul Smith. The 
meeting opened with prayer, after 
Which the election of directors took 
place. The names submitted by the 
nominating committee wcro accepted. 
The new board is composed as follows: 
Dr. J. A. Graham, Arthur Bell, Dr. W. 
Russeu.'E. W. Whlttington, and E. E. 
Wootton, for throe year terms: J. Ar- 
buthnot and A. W. McCurdy, one year 
terms. 

The chairman Introduced Mr. Mc- 
Curdy, one of the new directors, who 
made some encouraging remarks show- 
ing his interest in tho work. Mayor 
Morley was then called upon and com- 
plimented the association in securing 
some of the fresh arrivals to Victoria 
to serve on tho board. He congratul- 
ated Mr. Brace for the work done and 
spoke about tho desirability of secur- 
ing a new building, promising to assist 
in the work to the extent of his ability. 
Dr. Russell and Aid, Gleason also de- 
livered addresses.. E. W. Whlttington, 
tho recording secretary, then read the 
director's report, outlining their work 
for the past year. 

Religious Work 

D. ("'. Reld presented the religious 
work report as follows: 

The season's first meetings was held 
In the association auditorium October 
7, 1906, speaker Rev. Goodeve, of Neep- 
awa, Man., with His Lordship Bishop 
Porrin, In tho chair. Tho season's 
meetings were closed April 2 this year. 

During the season twenty- three 
meetings were held In (lie building 
with an average attendance of BIO. Tho 
first meeting had an attendance of SO; 
collection, $'1.15. Total attendance, 
2,994; total collections, $150.90; aver- 
age collection, $6.50. 

Five weeks' evangelistic services 
were held outside the building, the first 
week under the leadership of Rev. J. 
Li. McCombe and the remaining four 
weeks by our secretary, Mr. Brace and 
other speakers. These meetings 
proved to be very successful. Many 
were brought in close touch with the 
spiritual life and association work. 

Two bible classes were organized, 
one of which was held just after tho 
Sunday afternoon services led by Mr. 
Brace, with an average attendance of 
sixteen, The other was held on Wed- 
nesday evening, led by .Mr. Gregory, 
our physical director, with an average 
attendance of ten.

Tea was served at o'clock to thoso 
who could attend and the class held 
just after. In this way it would leave 
tho remainder of the evenings free for 
the boys to go wherever they wish, and 
many of .those coming from work 
would not require to go home for din- 
ner. This year It is planned to or- 
ganize four classos — gymnasium, boys', 
Sunday afternoon and personal work- 
ers' classes, and if die way opens up It 
Is tho intention to start shop meetings. 
This plan of work has been carried on 
by the association in the largest cities 
and has proved very successful. These 
meetings are usually held at the noon 
hour In the larger factories while tho 
men are idle and are usually very 
brief. 

The week of prayer, which is held 
each year by the association was ob- 
served for the ilrst time this year and 
proved very successful In deepening 
the spiritual life of tho association. 

Another branch which wan taken up 
this year is the foreign missionary 
work. The association this year has 
pledged $50 to this department of the 
work.

Football— In football we entered two 
teams in the Victoria District Asso- 
ciation Football League, and although 
not as successful as wo had hoped 
they made a fairly good showing.

Basketball — Wjb* entered our team in 
the Pacillo Northwest Y. M. C. A. 
League, and although not winners 
they made an excellent showing fin- 
ishing third, winning four games and 
losing four, they also played a num- 
ber of exhibition games during ,the 
season, and our own membership 
league was a groat success, bringing 
out no less than eight teams, and that 
captained by T. Peden finally winning 
after an interesting contest. For this 
nvent I promised a shield to bo com- 
peted for annually, but for some un- 
accountable reason this has not yet 
come to hand, but the boys can rest 
assured that when I promise them 
anything they arc going to get it. 

Field Sports — Tills is where our 
greatest falling off is, and situated as 
I am at present, I nm unable to give 
you figures as to the events won by 
our boys on the field of prowess, but 
I will mention a tew ot the boys who 
have been endeavoring to uphold the 
association's record. The most notable 
perhaps is the performance of Brooks 
Valo at Vancouver a few weeks ago 
when this young lad captured no less 
than three firsts, then there are Orie 
Finch, Will Bryce, A. Manson, Tom 
Nute, Frank Baylis and a number of 
others, who although perhaps not 
making as good a Showing as the first 
mentioned ones have helped consider- 
ably.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

Notwithstanding the prophecies of 
pessimists, there does not appear tn 
be any substantial decrease In the 
Volume of business being transacted 
tho world over, and there are many 
indications that the money market i-* 
-becoming easier. The reasons for the' 
' financial stringency, of which no much 
has been said lately, will never be 
satisfactorily explained, and for tho 
very excellent reason that no one 
can explain it satisfactorily even to 
himself. A few weeks ago two Eng- 
lish financial writers dealt with the 
subject. One of them said there was 
: too much money and the other that 
there was too little. The nearest that 
we can hope to come to the truth Is 
that the rapid expansion of business, i » : 
and tho consequent enlargement of! vines — 
credits necessarily brought about a 
period of liquidation, of which specu- 
lators in money took advnntge and 
depreciated the values of stocks, which 
act led to an Increased demand for 
ready money from people, who had to 
cover loans made upon stocks as col- 
lateral. But the cause is not so ma- 
terial as the fact Itself that there was 
a stringency, which shows signs of re- 
laxing. From a more or less careful 
perusal of a large number of articles 
dealing with the current condition of 
the financial - - world, we are strongly of 
•the opinion that easier money will be 
■the rule from now on. We do not look 
for any immediate change of pro- 
nounced proportions, but we shall be 
surprised if there is not steady im- 
provement. The stringency Is prob- 
Pbly one of the few on record that 
isu!d h some measure be attributed 
in real Jstate transactions. Tilers' has 
I'.'r'.n for the last two years a deter- 
mined effort In New York to boom 
rft'aj estate values In that city, and 
the papers took the matter up with 
graat persistency. The result was 
that vast sums of money, were invest- 
ed in land, and most of it in part 
payment for purchases. When the 
subsequent payments fell due. \ there 
was a great scurry to get money to 
meet them, which made a greater de- 
mand upon the resources of the banks 
than those Institutions could meet. 
While this sort of thing may tempor- 
arily derange financial matters, it can 
have no permanently injurious ef- 
fect. 



old canon law and tho proceedings of 
Convocation arc a definite, code whoae 
provisions we can read and Into whoso 
authority we can exan>lne. 

If, however, by law of the Church tho 
Bishop refers to his own conscience, or 
those of the Episcopal Bench who dis- 
approve of such marriages, this Is in no 
wise binding on the conscience of other 
Christians, whether laymen or even in

As yet no one seems to have felt 
called upon to answer these questions,; 
although Lord Robert Cecil attempts 
a definition of what Church Law is. 
lie says It Is "that part of the law of 
England which governs tho rights and 
duties of the clergy and laity of the 
'Church of England." He claims It is 
analogous to "railway law", and like it 
•is drawn from several sources. He com 
pares the Convocation to a board of 
railway directors, and canons to tho 
by-laws of a railway corporation, ex- 
cept that canons "bind only the clergy, 
while railway by-laws bind everybody." 
tie advances a stage beyond Lord 
Hugh Cecil's contention because he ad- 
mits the power of Parliament to alter 
the canons. His presentation of the 
case will not be very welcome to those 
people, who have looked upon tho can- 
ons of the Church as possessing all 
the sanction of a divine law. Tho Rec- 
tor of Bridlington says that if the Ang- 
lican Church is to have its own laws 
and customs apart from the State, It 
can only do so "as a disestablished 
and disendowed church." The follow- 
ing very spicy contribution to the dis- 
cussion is from thjs .gentleman,:. 

Tho Bishop of London and other 
sacerdotal leaders would apparently set 
up a universal passive resistance on 
the part of the Church. I earnestly 
hope that each individual incumbent 
will act as the law of England pro- 
its own unfettered respon- 
sibility. The Church of England has 
found its strength in the past In the 
independence of its clergy; and the 
modern Insidious attempts to dragoon 
the whole organization into a kind of 
military machine, in which the clergy 
must "turn to the east or turn to the 
west, and at nine in the evening go off 
lo rest," just at the command of sol- 
disant superior officers/ can only lead 
to the bellttlemont of the Church and 
tho lowering of the intellectual calibre 
of the clergy. 

He also says that the Archbishop 
and tho Bishop of London appear to be 
leading the Church along the shortest 
road to disastablishment. and reminds 
them that "the State will not tolerate 
an established Church which holds It- 
self superior/to the State." A number 
of anonymous correspondents also have, 
written on the subject, but we do 
not think It Is advisable to quote their 
views on the ecclesiastical side of the 
question. A part of the discussion is 
directed to distinguishing between 
marriage with a deceased wife's sister 
and with a deceased husband's 'bro- 
ther, and it is very singular that tho 
latter marriage, which was enjoined 
under certain circumstances by Jewish 
law, is objected to on physiological 
grounds, but there ls.no necessity of 
going into this aspect of the question, 
for it is not in issue.

THE MARRIAGE LAWS. 

Tho last English mail brought copies 
of the London Times In which tho cor- 
respondence In regard to the marriage 
of a man with his deceased wife's sis- 
ter Is carried on with a great deal of 
vigor. So much Interest has been ex- 
pressed by Colonist readers in what 
has already appeared in these columns 
that we give a few extracts from some 
of the more interesting letters. 

Viscount Galway writes to express 
his regret that the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury should have taken a course 
calculated to offend a large number of 
members of the Church of England 
"who do not follow the narrow-mind- 
ed bigotry of Lord Cecil." ire says 
that His Grace lias completely mis- 
understood the Intentions of the IIouso 
of Lords, which was that all churches 
should be open for the solemnization 
of the marriages. He couples the 
Bishop of London with the Arch- 
• bishop in his unfavorable criticism 
and adds that "if it be found that all 
churches are closed to these mar- 
•rlages, It will clearly be necessary to 
bring In another short Bill to Insist 
that the laws of the land and the in- 
tention of Parliament should prevail." 
Dean Fremantle writes that the 
course taken by the two dignitaries 
above, named "will make the position 
of the liberal-minded clergy almost 
unbearable," and he adds that "the 
power of clericalism has grown enor- 
mously." Sebastian Evans, 1. 1. .IX, 
seems to think that "the hlerarchs o£ 
the Church are deliberately riding for 
a fall." The following letter from 
William Nevlll SI. Geary expresses 
what a good many people have been 
asking the Colonist lately: 

Sir — Tho Bishop of London writes 
that, notwithstanding the* passing of 
the Deceased Wife's Sister Marriage 
Act, "tho law of tho church remains 
the same as It was before." 

I should like the Bishop to ex- 
plain — 

Wliat Is the "law of the Church"? 
Where can I find it? 
Who made it'.' j 
AVho can alter it? 

I am of like mind with the judge who, 
■when counsel argued cited "the laws of 
God," said, "what page, please?" 1 
want to look It out in the book." 

If tho Bishop means marriage with a 
deceased wire's sister is contrary to 
Scriptures, we know where we are; we 
can all turn our Bibles and agree with 
'the Bishop— or differ. 

Does the Bishop moan by the "law 
of the Church" tho canon law as it ex- 
isted In tho times of tho Reformation 
(1. e., previous to Uie alterations made 
by the Council of Trent), except In so 
far as It has been altered and amended 
by the Convocation? Here, again, tho 



There is considerable talk In tho 
Cariboo country because the contract 
for the Cariboo mad has not been 
awarded on public tender since the 
beginning of the Liberal regime. Dur- 
ing the whole time previous to 1806 
tenders were always asked for and 
there was more or less competition on 
every occasion. When Sir William 
Mulock took charge of the postofllce 
tho then existing contract was about 
expiring, and new tenders were cal- 
led for. Three were put In, but Sir 
William said that they were all too 
high, and he proceeded to lot the con- 
tract privately to a Toronto concern 
at a few hundred dollars under the 
lowest tender. The "saving" by this 
arrangement was about 2 per cent. 
Since that time to the present no 
tenders have been asked for, but the 
contract has been kept in the hands 
of the Toronto combination. Thero is 
a very general opinion in the upper 
country that a contract that is to be 
performed wholly in British Columbia 
should not be considered an adjunct to 
tlie patronage of Toronto. If local peo- 
ple had ever been given a chance to 
bid for the contract, arid not been able 
to meet competitors, they would not 
complain, but they think, and we are 
quite sure that every one will agree 
with them, that British Columbiana 
ought to have a chance to get a 
British Columbia contract, especially 
as the present contractors get it with- 
out tender. This is a matter to which 
.Mr. Templeman might very well give 
his attention. Our information is that 
the Liberals of Cariboo ar<> more 
aggrieved over the matter than the 
Conservatives, for they think that if 
'it were possible lo get the contract 
out of the clutches of the Toronto 
people, they might be able to secure 
sonic of the advantages arising from 
it themselves. Tills is a very reason- 
able view of the matter, Wo would 
like to askMr. Templeman how long he 
thinks an Ontario minister would sub- 
mit to a contract for something like 
$30,000 a year, Cor a service to be per- 
formed In that province, being givon 
for an Indefinite period to a* British 
Columbia man without competition,

Thursday, September 19, 190? 
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Heinze Will Take Columbia & 
Western Case to the 
Privy Council 



Vancouver, B.C., Scot: IS. — The full 
effect of the decision of the court an- 
nounced on Friday In which Sir Thom- 
as Shaughnessy scored the first vic- 
tory In the battle with F. Augustus 
Heinze over the six hundred thousand 
Columbia & Western acres Is given 
below. 

• By. the decision of Mr. Justice Cle- 
ment Mr. Heinze must do one of two 
things and do It at once. 

He must accent forthwith his half- 
interest in the six hundred thousand 
acres and half the proceeds in the. sale 
of Castlegar Junction, the wee pillage 
near Robsoh, and pay the costs of his 
unsuccessfully defeniied suit, or appeal. 

And ho who knows the least of Mr. 
H'eih'ze knows what he will do. Mr. 
Heinze is understood to be firmly of 
the belief that he can live upon what 
he has until 19J.2, when this half-inter- 
est may come in handy. At all events 
he doesn't need it now, and he still 
declares the agreement "heroin refer- 
red to" does not compel him to lake 
It until then. To establish this In- 
will go to tho privy council. 

Extracts from Mr. Justice Clement's 
judgment are as follows: 

"There is nothing to warrant tho 
court in expressing a doubt as to tho 
right of this company — the Columbia 
& Western railway — indeed, their ob- 
ligation — to Implement tho agreement 
entered into by Messrs. Angus and 
Shaugnnessy with the defendant Mr. 
Heinuo. 

"Having looked more carefully at the 
company's act ol" incorporation, and 
the subsidy act of tho same session, 
1 have come to the conclusion that the 
governing clause is tho clause which 
provides that the company may accept 
grants from any government, and may 
sell or dispose of tho same in such 
manner as the directors may drem 
•proper in tho interests of the company, 
f think that is the governing provi- 
sion;' and the company had the right 
and under the circumstances it was its 
dutyi to implement that earlier agree- 
ment. 

"There are two distinct classes of 
property in question. First, the pro- 
vincial land grant, and then there Is 
the district lot on which is situated 
the townsite of Castlegar. Schedule 
C referred to in the agreement does 
not In any way touch the Castlegar 
. property; but as to both of those pro- 
perties, I think that upon the acquisi- 
tion by the company of tho land grant 
from the provincial government, the 
company held the property in ques- 
tion as to a half - interest for itself and 
as to the other half- interest as trus- 
tee for the defendant Heinze. 

"The plaintiff company Is, in my op- 
inion, entitled to specific performance 
of paragraph 3 of schedule C of the 
agreement. I find that the conditions 
precedent mentioned in that para- 
graph have been complied with; that 
is to say, the notice has been duly 
served, and there has been failure on 
the part of the parties to tho action 
to come to an amicable agreement for 
partition. 

"Mr. Bowser argued that since that 
agreement was entered into there had 
been a subsltutlon of a trust for sale. 
There Is no doubt that arrangements 
were made between Heinze and offi- 
cials of the company that from time 
to time as occasion offered portions of 
the property might be sold; but 1 think 
that was a temporary arrangement, 
and did not in any way create a trust 
for sale so as to prevent the court from 
decreeing partition. 

"Then Mr. Bowser argues that as 
his client is entitled to a moiety of tho 
land under the Partition act he is en- 
titled to insist upon sale rather than 
partition. 

"Hero, however, I think, is the very 
best , reason offered to tho contrary. 
The whole tenor of the agreement be- 
tween the parties is for partition and 
not for sale. 

"That consideration, however, does 
not apply to the Castlegar properly. 
As' to that, it is only touched by the 
clause in what T may call the main 
agreement. As I have snid, .schedule 
C does not apply to tho Castlegar pro- 
perty; so that is held simply upon a 
bare trust by the company. As to 
one-half, they are beneficial owners, 
and as to tho other half they hold as 
.trustees for Heinze. As to that, I think 
ho is entitled to the benefit of the 
statute, and the Castlegar property will 
have to be sold. 

"Tho judgment of tho court then 
will be, first, as to both the land grant 
and the Castlegur property, that there 
shall be a reference to the registrar 
to reports as to what lands have been 
sold, and what sum is due to the de- 
fendant in respect to those sales, af- 
ter making all just allowances. 

"So* far, no request has been made 
oh behalf of the defendant for an order 
in his favor for payment of what may 
be found due on the taking of that 
account. I think however, the plead- 
ings, if so desired, may be considered 
amended, and on further consideration 
the defendant should be at liberty to 
ask for payment by the plaintiffs of 
whatever may be found due to him. 

"Secondly, as to tho Castlegar pro- 
perty, there will be a decree for sale 
with reference to the registrar to carry 
It out according to the ordinary prac- 
tice of the court. 

"Thirdly, tis to tho land grant, there 
will be a decree for partition in the 
modified sense In which that term is 
used in schedule C itself. 

"There is a clause at the close of the 
-schedule which distinctly provides 
that the legal title is not to bo vested 
in Heinze until he asks for It. That 
will be a matter that will bo attended 
to on further directions; and In the 
meantime thero will he a decree for 
partition in that modified sense, with 
reference to the registrar to report a 
scheme in case the parties do not come 
to- an amicable arrangement as to the 
way in which the partition Is to be 
carried out. * 

"As the defendant has, up to date, 
denied the right of the plaintiffs to 
the relief to which I adjudge them en- 
titled, the plaintiffs are entitled tq tho 
costs of the action ud to and inclusive 
of tho judgment."

The company alleged that the holler- 
houae of the mill v/as destroyed by 
fire on account of "Woods' neglecting 
his work, and had refused to pay him 
on that account. 

According to the 'evidence, Woods 
was engaged as night fireman with 
the understanlng that he was to re- 
main all night, every night of the 
week. Woods, however, stated that he 
did not understand that ho was re- 
quired to stay on Saturday night after 
midnight nor on Sunday night till 
nearly midnight, and on that account 
he was absent during the early hours 
of Sunday morning, September 1, 
when the fire occurred. 

Tho company alleged criminal negli- 
gence on Woods' pari, but did not 
take any action against him except to 
refuse payment of a month's wages. 
Mr. W. G. MeQuarre appeared for tho 
company, while Woods was represent- 
ed by J. P. Kennedy. Magistrate Pit- 
tondrlgh reserved his decision. 



GOING TO SAN FRANCISCO 

Hindus Are Leaving Vancouver in 
Large Numbers for tho 
Golden Gate City 



Vancouver, Sept. IS. — Although work 
has been found for several hundred 
of the more than 900 Hindus who ar- 
rived hero on the steamer Monteagle. 
on September 11, the majority of the 
newcomers are still unprovided with 
labor and a horde of these Is prepar- 
ing to embark for the United States, 
San Francisco, having been selected 
as the objective point. 

Tho trouble at Belllngbam ban ef- 
fectually istopped all traffic in that 
direction, tho Hindus declaring that 
they will never set foot in the place 
again. Someone has started a rumor 
among the East Indians that labor Is 
wanted In San Francisco. 

A bunch of the Hindus left on Tues- 
day for San Francisco by the Pacific 
coast steamer President and another 
lot started tho day following by train. 
Interpreters who have mingled with 
the foreigners declare that the im- 
pression that San Francisco Is tho 
place to turn their eyes toward is pre- 
valent and that a general exodus in 
tliat direction will continue from now 
on. The men are being urged- to go to 
interior points, however, and many of 
them, who were farmers in their na- 
tive land, say they will do so' and 
secure ranch work if possible, 



PENITENTIARY CHANGES 

It is Said There Will be Wholesale 
Dismissals as Result of Bill 
Miner's Escapo 



New Westminster, Sept. IS.— The 
taking of evidence at the investiga- 
tion at the British Columbia peniten- 
tiary has been concluded by Chief 
Inspector Dawson, and ho will leave 
for the East In a few days to lay his 
report before the department of jus- 
tice. 

A report has been circulated that 
the result of tho Investigation had 
been niado known to the staff, and 
that several members had been re- 
tired, but Inspector Dawson vigorous- 
ly denies this, adding that he has given 
out nothing in regard to tho result of 
the Inquiry. 

The report was to the effect that 
Guard McNeill and Guard Thomas 
were held responsible for the recent 
escapes and were to be discharged; 
that Deputy Warden Bourke Is to bo 
superannuated; that Guard Smythe 
and Storekeeper Burr are to be re- 
tired as having re/iched the age limit, 
and that Guard Atkins would be re- 
tired owing to defective eyesight. 

Inquiry from Inspector Dawson eli- 
cited the information that Guard At- 
kins is retiring, but it was of his own 
choice. 



Cumschewn Coal Find 

Vancouver, Sept. 18. — A rich seam of 
coal has been discovered on Cum- 
schewa Inlet, Queen Charlotte Islands. 
The find, which was made by some 
cruisers working in that district, who 
have staked many leases for a Vic- 
toria syndicate, extends from Cum- 
schewa village on the northern side 
of the Inlet to Coat Cove. The cruis- 
ers located float which had been rolled 
on the beach by the tide, aud further 
search revealed the seams which were 
traced for a considerable distance. 



Cohoes Running. 

New Westminster, Sept. 18.— The 
annual close season for sockeye sal- 
mon fishing has passed, and the fish- 
ermen still operating on the river have 
recommenced using the five and three- 
quarter inch mesh nets. 

The first catches reported with tho 
small mesh nets since the close season 
were brought In yesterday, and were 
exceptionally good, the average being 
over thirty fish to the boat, A good 
number of sockeyes are being caught, 
hut the principal run now is of co- 
hoes, and large quantities are being 
brought in to tho cold storage plants 
and shipped frozen to Eastern murk- 
ets. 



Collecting Spawn, 

Now Westminster. Sept. IS. — Tho 
staffs of tho Bon Accord and Harrison 
Lake hatcheries in this district arc 
preparing for the gathering of fry for 
this season's work, and parties have 
already left for several or the small 
spawning streams which the salmon 
frequent, and fences and traps are be- 
ing erected. 

Every effort , will be put forward 
this year to take enough ova for the 
fullest capacity of both hatcheries, 
and this will be done unless the 
weather conditions should he most un- 
favorable, as was the case Inst sea- 
son. The work of gathering the spnwn 
will, he in full swing in two or three 
weeks. ' - 



C, P, R, is Developing Large 
Coke Area in Neighbor-' 
hood of Fernie 



Vancouver, B. C, Sept. 18. — It looks 
as though tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way company Is preparing to supply 
the shortage of coal and coke in the 
west In view of the alleged deficient 
output, and tho alleged action of the 
largest producer, the Crow's Nest Pass 
Coal company, In exporting a large- 
portion of its output to the United 
States. 

The big transportation company ha.= 
already expended a large amount in 
opening up Us coal areas, nearly 40,000 
acres In extent, at llosmer, eight mile.- 
north of Fernie, B. C. According to 
Its agreement with the Crow's Nest 
Pass company It will not become a 
competitor In the market until 1110!). 

The plans of the O. P. It. at Fernie 
call for an expenditure of $1,600,000, 
Most of the orders for the plant and 
equipment have already been awarded. 

Practically all the buildings In con- 
nection with the enterprise have been 
erected. Two cross-cut tunnels have 
already cut three seams of tho Crow's 
Nest series, twenty, three and eleven 
feet in thickness respectively. These 
workings will be extended an addition- 
al 2,000 foot. The coal will be removed 
to tho surface by compressed air haul- 
age. The steel tipple is designed to 
handle a daily output of 3,000 tons. 

Six experimental coke ovens now hi 
operation have demonstrated that tho 
coal Is of first quality for coking pur- 
posed. Next year It is proposed to 
erect between 250 and 300 additional 
coke ovens. 

At this junction the C. P. R. payroll 
at the mines numbers over two hun- 
dred men. The plans of development 
were prepared by W. H. Aldridgc, gen- 
eral manager of the Consolidated Min- 
ing & Smelting company of Canada, of 
Trial, B. C. .Mr. Aldridgc is acting in 
the capacity of consulting engineer. 

The original charter of tho (.'row's 
Nest Pass Railway company was own- 
ed by the syndicate which subse- 
quently developed the coal areas now 
controlled by the Crow's Nest Pass 
company- It disposed of it to the C. P. 
R. Clauses of the agreement gave 
the C. P. B. six square miles of coal 
lands, the railway company agreeing 
not . to develop the seams until the 
Crow's Nest Coal company had been In 
business for a period of ten years. 

The early expiration of the agree- 
ment ha.* resulted in the railway com- 
pany to be In a position tn mine and 
ship coal when tho legal time limit 
shall have expired. At the time this 
agreement was entered Into the Do- 
minion government also reserved 50,- 
000 acres of coal lands In order to en. 
sure that the public would secure coal 
at a minimum of $2 per ton. The 
government, however, has never done 
anything to develop its coal areas. 
The extensive preparations now being 
made by the C. P. R. would indicate 
that It will- ere long be an Important 
factor in the Canadian coal and coke 
market. 

RECORD CHINESE TAX 



Ninety-Seven Arrivals by Empress of 
Japan Paid Here and at 
Vancouver 



Vancouver, B.C., Sept. IS— Ninety- 
seven Chinese passengers on the CP. 
R. steamship Empress of Japan, which 
reached port yesterday from Hongkong 
and Yokohama, paid head tax at Van- 
couver and Victoria, the aggregate 
toll to the government being $48,500. 
This breaks all records. 

Crowded Into tho detention shed on 
the C.P.R. wharf were nearly five hun- 
dred Chinese and their baggage, 
though there Is not room to comfort- 
ably house more than two hundred. 
The Chinamen arrived from the Orient 
on tho Empress of Japan. Of the crowd 
landed here eighty-one were new arri- 
vals and have contributed $500 apiece. 
Sixteen of the 120 Chinamen landed 
at Victoria also paid head tax, making 
D7 in nil, which is the largest number 
arriving on any one ship to pay this 
tax. 

Most of the Chinese landed at Van- 
couver are former residents of the Do- 
minion. Besides these 166 are going 
through in bond to foreign ports. Only 
four Chinese were detained for being 
unable to pass medical examination. 
The Immigration officials are busy 
checking over the distinguishing marks 
of all tho orientals and before they get 
through may discover a few more who 
have to ante up $500. Altogether the 
Japan brought GOO Chinese but she had 
only four Japanese. 

Fruitgrowers For Chilliwack. 

Chllllwack, Kept. IS.— A number of 
California fruitgrowers who recently 
visited the valley have sent word that 
they Intend returning, here shortly to 
take up large fruit ranches and will 
ship their crops to Eastern markets. 



Petition to Free Prisoner. 

Penticton, Sept. IS.— A petition has 
been put in circulation in this district 
on behalf of an Indian named Ignnce, 
who Is serving a sentence in the peni- 
tentiary for a. number of crimes. The 
petition is not being largely signed.

Next to the 
diamond, the sapphire is the hardest 
known mineral. The largest stone 
ever seen in Europe weighs about 250 
carats; the stone next in size is some 
lliu carats. The latter has changed 
hands at a value of between .£7,000 
and .CS, 000.— Dundee Advertiser.

TRIED JiECIPES 

Plum Jelly 

Select just ripe or a trifle underripe 
plums, put them in a colander, two 
dozen at a time and pour boiling wa- 
ter over them to loosen the skin, which 
remove. Place the plums In a nice, 
porcelain lined kettle, pour In just 
enough water to cover and boil until 
the plums are soft and the juice ex- 
tracted. Then pour off the liquid, 
strain' it through a double cheesecloth, 
measure it and put It to boil twenty 
minutes in a clean kettle. Add the 
blanched kernels of a few plums. For 
each pint of juice allow out! pound of 
best granulated sugar in shallow pans 
and heat In the oven while tho jar Is 
boiling. Keep tho oven door open, and 
do not let the sugar burn. Skim the 
jttico while it boils, and (he moment 
tho twenty minutes have passed, re- 
move the plum kernels, turning (lie hot 
sugar In slowly, stirring meantime. As 
soon as tho sugar litis dissolved, re- 
move the jelly from tho lire anil pour 
quickly into glasses which have been 
rolled In hot water and placed on a 
dishcloth In a pan containing hot wa- 
ter an inch deep. Cover in a day or 
two with thin paper dipped in white of 
egg and pressed smoothly over the 
surface of the jelly and against the 
glass to .shut out all air, then with a 
round of thicker paper dipped in while 
of egg and pressed down over the top 
of tho glass.

WOMEN OF NEW ZEALAND 

To many of use New Zealand is 
known chiefly as a place where the 
people have tried some daring experi- 
ments in government, not the least 
important or which was that of allow- 
ing women an oiiual share with men 
In the choice of those who should 
make the laws of their country. Per- 
haps we have wondered a little what 
kind of women live in that far away 
colony and what effect the possession 
of the franchise had upon their lives. 
In the current number of the Empire 
Review there Is a very interesting 
article on the Women of New Zea- 
land by Mrs. Grossman. She says 
that though there Is much difference 
between New Zealand women who 
live in different parts of the colony 
or who occupy different stations i-n 
life "yet through all local differences 
there Is slowly emerging a general 
typo of womanhood." The New Zea- 
land woman is fond of outdoor life, 
and is a great admirer of nature. She 
Is not timid and enjoys long rides or 
walks in tho open air. Like many 



Canadians, New Zealanders are do 
scended from an English and a Scot 
tish ancestry, u'nd she ' inherits tho 
characteristics of both. "A dash of 
Celtic romanco and fancy displays it- 
self in her imperfect literary efforts; 
her sadness and her lightness of heart 
are not altogether native,- but partly 
Celtic, and her desire for education 
and her Interest in theories arc partly 
derived from Scotch ancestry." 

Of the Now Zealand girl's attitude 
toward the other sex Mrs. Grossman 
says "It is not homage and flattery 
that she wants' from ' men, but kind- 
ness and friendship she likes being 
treated on equal terms, not. as if she 
were a man, but as a person of an- 
other sex equal in worth to a man, not 
Identical in nature. She has serious 
views about love and marriage; she 
enjoys the society of men, but with- 
out amy nonsense to borrow her own 
phrase." 

The New Zealand women are ex- 
cellent housekeepers. Servants aro 
very scarce, and there are few board- 
ing schools so the care of the children 
devolves upon the mother. With all 
this New Zealanders are very hos- 
pitable. Busy as tlielr lives are they 
take an interest hi books and many 
of them study tho social questions of 
the day. It Is not much wonder that 
Intelligent and resourceful as they are 
they find their lives too full of work 
and that failing to accomplish the im- 
possible some of them "sink Into 
household drudges, dull, patient re- 
signed." This state of affairs Mrs. 
Grossman thinks is in New Zealand 
as in America partly tho fault of 
thoughtless over Indulged daughters 
to whom the mothers sacrlllce them- 
elves. 

New Zealand women have not yet 
distinguished themselves in art 
literature, although some have done 
work that shows promise. Mrs. Gross- 
man concludes her article with the 
following sentences: 

"The type is fundamentally ' British, 
but distinguished by unconventional- 
ly, versatility and independence. The 
women who have grown up in the out- 
door surroundings and the freo at- 
mosphere of tho New World look upon 
life with open eyes and ever-fresh In- 
terest. They have healthy instincts 
and high purposes, are practical and 
domestic by necessity even more than 
by choice. They pride themselves 
upon never being unequal to circum- 
stances. Their great fault is trying 
to compass too much; their dlstl-nctive 
merit is combining a sincere interest 
In the state with a profound regard 
for the home."

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Montreal, Ottawa, Hamilton 
and Toronto Clubs 
Combine 



Montreal, Sept. IS. — The new foot- 
•biill union lias been formed, a president 
George Ballard, of Hamilton, elected, a 
schedule drawn up, and everything is 
> now ready for the first game on Oeto- 
Iber 5. The name of the new union is the 
'Intor-Provincial Rugby Football Un- 
ion, and the four clubs, Montreal, Ot- 
s.tawa, ...Toronto, Argos and Hamilton, 
are in' it. The organization was prac- 
tically completed at the meeting on 
•Saturday in Toronto, but the inform- 
ation .was not given out, It being an- 
nounced that another meeting, would 
be hojd on Tuesday. This second 
meeting was not held because it was 
not neccsvary. 

A schedule was drawn up the first 
game, oil October 5, being played In 
'Montreal by the Hamilton Tigers. 
The schedule is- so arranged that it 
will not clash with the Inter-Colleg- 
iate Union, although the schedule is 
not altogether what the Tigers de- 
sired. The Tigers will have, three 
games at homo in succession. After 
the first game at Montreal* the Mont- 
real?^ will go away for three Satur- 
days In succession, ending the season 
With two games at home. The sche- 
dule Is: • . . 

October 5 — Hamilton at Montreal.; 
Argonauts at Ottawa. - ' 

October .2— Montreal at Argos; Ot- 
tawa at Hamilton'. 

October 19 — Montreal at Ottawa; Ar- 
gonauts at Hamilton, ■ 

October 26 — Montreal lit Hamilton; 
Hamilton at Argos. 

November !> — Argos , at Montreal ; 
Hamilton at Ottawa: 

One of. the dates will be changed, 
when the date of Thanksgiving Day 
Is announced. The schedule will un- 
doubtedly meet. with general approval, 
every team playing home and home 
games with the other teams. 

The new union has but one officer, 
George Ballard, of Hamilton. The 
preident will each year appoint a 
secretary-treasurer, who will receive 
an honorarium of $100 a season. Each 
team will be represented on the ex- 
ecutive by two members, but the sec- 
retary will have no say in the deci- 
sions nf the executive. The Canadian 
Rugby Union rules, which prevailed 
at the Montrcal-Tlg^r game last year 
have been adopted for the new union. 
They have given great satisfaction 
when' worked out. 

Vrhe-uiilon must continue' In ' exist- 
ence tor three years. Each club is re- 
quired- to put up a bond for $600 as a 
guarantee that it will. stick to the un- 
ion for that length of time, and the 
bond will be forfeited In the event of 
any: team dropping; out. Any team 
suffering from a default will get $200 
from the forfeit. Each club will keep 
its own gate, and pay its own ex- 
penses when it goes away. An initia- 
tion fee of $30 will be collected from 
each team, and this, money would be 
expended on a trophy to become the 
permanent property of the champion 
of the season. A new trophy will lie 
purchased each year. The ifnion will 
collect from each team $25 for eacli 
home game, in the same manner, as 
the O. R. F. U. collects its funds. The 
union will thus have $300 per year 
to carry Itself along. The union will 
have nothing to do with intermediate 
or junior ball, confining itself to the 
senior game exclusively. 

The new union will be strictly ama- 
teur. Not only will all players have to 
be registered, hut the presidents and 
secretaries of all the clubs will have to 
make an affidavit that no member of 
their team is receiving a cent for play- 
ing football or participating in any 
other sport, as far as they know;'. 

To make the Montreal and other 
players, now outside the van of the 
C. A. A. U. eligible the Amateur Union 
has agreed to the reinstatement of all 
players who will take an affadavit that 
they have never received any money 
for their services as athletes, 



The secretary was also Instructed to 
write the management of the Cale- 
donia team, asking lor a game In this 
city, and offering; them 00 per cent, 
of the gate receipts. 

Prom present indications the follow- 
ing clubs will enter teams: Clerks, 
Tar Flats, a combination of the Fer- 
ule Boarding House team and the 
Nobb Hills, and the Indians.

MIGRATIONS OF FAMOUS 
PALM A RIFLE TROPHY 



Greatest Contest in History of the 
Competition Was That Just End- 
ed at Rockliffe Ranges 



Although many times retold, the 
history of the Palma. trophy matches 
is exceedingly Interesting, Five times 
in the 21 years since first it appeared 
as the synonym of supremacy witli 
the rifle lias the trophy been won or 
lost. Three times have Americans and 
twice British marksmen earned tin.' 
right to defend It against all comers; 
once Canada coveted tho honor not in 
vain. Thousands of dollars have been 
expended, and thousands of miles 
traveled In endeavors to contest its 
possession. 

The, trophy VV,as first offered by the 
National Hide Association of America 
in the Centennial year, isto. The ori- 
ginal conditions wen! for teams of 
eight men lo shoot, thirty shots at 800, 
HOD and 1,000 yards ranges In a two 
days' match. The defenders overcame 
challenging representatives from Scot- 
land, Ireland, Australia and Canada. 

The following year against the same 
national organizations, the habitation 
was unchanged. Then, as rivals hail 

grown tired of this species id' knight 
errantry, the Americans held trial 
matches of their own and Incidentally 
changed the conditions. Only fifteen 
shots are now fired at each range. 

In 1901 tho Maple Leaf waved in 
triumph at Seagirt. Quite unexpect- 
edly ■ the Canadian sharpshooters 
scored a brilliant victory over tin- de- 
fenders. The respective totals were 
l,r,22 and 1,404: 

As though stimulated by this change 
English and American teams came hot 
on the trail of the victors at itook- 
llffe ranges the next summer. Unfor- 
tunately Canada never figured danger- 
ously in the struggle. Uncle Sam's 
soldiers stumbled in the race at. 9Q0 
yards, and the trophy was transported 
across the Atlantic, 

Each year the /.est of the competi- 
tion lias increased, In 1005 the Am- 
erican contingent appeared at Blsloy, 
and raised tho record to 1,570, 11 points 
beyond thai, of the previous match. 
This year they have raised it again 
to 1,712, .While the lowest was 1,580 
by Great ISrifaln. In their avidity to 
maintain this supremacy, .however, the 
new champions had resorted to sport- 
ing weapons. Technically this was an 
error, in that- their use had not been 
authenticated by the Unitccl States 
government. This was acknowledged 
by the N. It. A. of America, which 
sent back tfvo trophy. No (sintest was 
arranged until Mils year, ami the 
Yankees got it again.

PILOT COMMISSIONERS 

TO MEET COMMITTEE

Yesterday morning the pilot spent 
considerable time In clocking tho 
steamer Shinano Maru.' The Times 
says in this regard: 

"Owing to the very strong tide that 
was running In when the steamer first 
tried to make, the .wharf it was found 
impossible to bring her alongside and, 
after she had been brought almost to 
her berth and one lino was on the 
dock, it was found necessary to hack 
her out again. The Princess May was 
lying at tho opposite wharf, and, us 
any attempt to make tho Shinano 
Maru fast while the tide was racing 
In, seemed dangerous for tho C. P. K, 
steamer, she left the wharf and pro- 
ceeded to the inner harbor' berth. On 
the second attempt tho Shinano Maru 
was brought nearly alongside and 
made fust, over an hour after she first 
touched tho dock. The exposed posi- 
tion of tho wharf and the great 
strength of the tide-rip at tin; entrance 
to the harbor make the approach to 
the dock a ticklish one even in good 
weather." 

Enquiry from an olllclal at the outer 
dock goes to show that the steamer 
Shinano Maru was brought in to the 
vicinity of the wharf as usual, tile 
position of tho Princess May not in- 
terfering in any wuy, and when an 
effort was made to throw lines ashore 
they failed to curry far enough. The 
steamer then lost her way, and was 
backed out again. She made the land- 
ing satisfactorily after a time. In the 
meantime the steamer Princess May 
had steamed Into the inner harbor. 

The official ridiculed the statement 
with regard to the exposed position 
of the wharf and strength of tide Hp, 
This is absurd, he said, the approach 
to the outer dock being not only safe 
and easy, but the landing Is such as 
anyone who knows the veriest trifle 
about navigation could make without 
difficulty. 

Shipmasters who have discussed the 
advantages of the outer docks have 
also stated that the wharves aro not 
only safe, 'but most easy of access. It 
is considered by many shipping men 
that such ridiculous misstatements 
should not be circulated. To those 
not acquainted -with the true char- 
acter of the wharves the untrue ac- 
counts might convoy an unfavorable 
impression of tin' docks, which, in 
truth, are most accessible and without 
any menace whatever to vessels using 
them.

OFF CAPE HORN. 

Dangers of Navigation Off tho. Capo of 
Storms, 

The dangers of navigation off Cape 
Horn are recorded at length by the 
San Francisco Commercial News, 
which says In part: "Bounding the 
Horn in the depth of winter (our sum- 
mer) means catching the Ic*, of Staten 
island, hugging it closely, and then 
bucking the worst waves known In the 
world. Old mariners say tliat they 
run sixty feet high there, but they 
are wrong. Scientific men kn<*w that 
the highest wave Is about fifteen feet 
from the helghth of 'the ocean level. 
Even so, with the dip and tho raise 
it must lie fierce — to use a western 
expression. And . that's what the 
storm-worn sailing vessels have lo 
encounter. This Cape Horn winter 
season seems to have eclipsed itself.

Amur Will' Load Cargo at Van- 
couver for West 
Coast' 1

The growtli of tho west coast trade 
Is evidenced by the necessity of the 
despatch of tho steamer Amur, which 
has Ju>t re-entered service to load a 
cargo of coal and railway Iron to the 
west coast of tho Island. The steamer 
Toes when she left port on Monday 
night was filled with freight, and It 
has been found necessary to load the 
Amur. Tho Amur went to tho outer 
dock yesterday morning and loaded 
six hundred tons of Chinese and Jap- 
anese merchandise ex the steamers 
Woolwich and Shinano Maru from 
Japan and China. Tho Woolwich, 
which was chartered to bring a ship- 
ment of Japanese hero also brought 
2S0 tons of rice, much of which was 
for Vancouver, and is being taken to 
the mainland by the Amur. 

After discharging her cargo at Van- 
couver the Amur will load a consign- 
ment of steel rails and railway Iron 
for the Juno group of mines on the 
west arm of Quatslno Sound, which 
are being developed under tho charge 
of J. Mdcauloy of this city. The mines, 
Which are being developed extensively, 
are some distance from tidewater and 
in order to bring out tho ore to the 
wharf on Quatslno arm for shipment 
it lias been decided lo put in a rail- 
way, The metal being taken by the 
Amur Is for this railway. 

Another shipment of railway ma- 
terial to be taken to the west coast of 
Vancouver island has just arrived 
from the Sound by scow. This in- 
cludes a Climax logging engine to be 
used on the Jordan River Bogging 
Company's railways, which strike Into 
the timber limits of the company from 
neur the mouth of the Jordan river 
at Port Renfrew.

New York, Sept. IS. — A large reduc- 
tion in the outstanding short Interest 
in the stock market was assigned as 
the principal cause for the languid 
subsidence in the brisk upward move- 
ment which was in evidence yester- 
day. It was considered significant of 
tills condition that the return was 
made ofsome large amounts of stocks 
which had been borrowed for delivery. 
The elimination of this requirement 
from the situation loft the demand 
feeble, and ineffective on price. The 
progress of taking of evidence in the 
government ~uit to dlsolve the Stand- 
ard uil company was of more influence 
on the market than yesterday. The 
progress of a new phase in the New 
Jforlt traction merger investigation 
with the coming return of Important 
witnesses sharpened the attention to 
activity of this kind. Traders on the 
floor of the stock exchange drew un- 
favorable inferences from. tho selling of 
some very large blocks of United States 
Steel, owing to an assumption that 
the personality of the sellers repre- 
sented affiliations with important and 
well-informed interests in the steel 
trade. The incident was decisive in 
ndlng tlie upward movement which de- 
veloped after the regular opening of 
the market. 

Actual happenings with important 
bearings on values were few. The 
maintenance of the present dividend 
rate on New York Central was of con- 
siderable effect, although the previous 
fears of a cut have not been held 
for several days past. Good inferences 
also were drawn from the intimation 
that the number of stockholders in 
this company had doubled since the 
first of January last, although this 
was not accepted as assurance that this 
was a condition that would hold true 
of railroad companies in general. 

The immediate feature of (lie money 
market is the large offering of mer- 
cantile paper, the result being a stiff 
7 per cent, rate, even for the prime 
grades, while names less known are 
required to pay a considerably higher 
rate. The call money market also still 
shows tho effect of the payment being 
made for the New York city 4 1-2 
bonds. 

Satisfaction was felt by those in- 
terested in the money market over the 
showing of the national banks as con- 
tained in the comptroller's report of 
conditions on August 24. On that date 
the proportion of legal reserve to de- 
posit had risen to 21.33 per cent, com- 
pared with 21.22 per cent on May 211, 
the date of the preceding call, and 
20.04 per cent on Sept. 3, the nearest 
corresponding date last year. The 
comparison witli the near period shows 
an increase in special and legal ten- 
der holding* of over $10,000,000, and 
that with the more remote period an 
increase of $5,700,000. Individual de- 
posits were $3,844,700 less than in May 
and $11,097,092 more than in Sept. 
of last year, while tho loan account 
had expanded $47,440,277 since May 
and .$37,600,652 in the yearly compari- 
son. In the line of "Due from bankers 
and reserve agent's," there has been 
a decrease since .May of $5S,339,925, re- 
flecting the decline in the amount of 
tho reserve of the .smaller banks on 
deposit. 

Another cut In copper at the metal 
exchange brought the bid price below 
15 cents per pound, with offerings of 
electrolytic copper at 16 cents. This 
had the effect of shaking a confidence 
that has shown signs of growth in 
an iirrest of the decline in copper in 
the neighborhood of 17 cents per 
pound. Stocks recovered part of their 
declines. 

Bonds wen' irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $1,244,000 . U. S. twos, regi- 
stered, advanced \i per cent on call. 

NEW YORK STOCKS 

(By F. W. Stevenson). 



Chicago, Sept. IS. — Crop damage re- 
ports from western Canada had a 
strengthening effect today on the local 
wheat market. At the close wheat for 
December delivery showed a net gain 
of 1-S cent. Corn and oats were a 
shade higher. Provisions were 2 1-2 to 
5 to 15e. lower. 

The wheat market opened strong be- 
cause of an advance at Liverpool, 
which was caused by small offerings of 
Manitoba and Argentine wheat. For a 
time trade was fairly active, but after 
the first hour H'e market dragged. A 
decline at Minneapolis and Winnipeg 
shortly before noon caused a slump of 
almost one cent- 1'he market soon ral- 
lied, however, on reports of damage by 
cold weather in the Canadian North- 
west. The close was stoutly. Decem- 
ber opened 1-2 to 3-4c. higher at 99 1-2 
to 99 3-4, sold off to 9S1-2 and 5-S and 
closed at 99 1-8. Clearance of wheat 
and Hour Were equal to 563,000 bushels. 
Primary receipts were 1,270,000 bushels 
against 1,061,000 bushels on the same 
day last yea?.', Minneapolis, Duluth 
and Chicago reported receipts of 701 
ears against 37(1 cars last week and 
717 cars one year ago. 

Corn was easy at the opening be- 
cause of liberal receipts and favorable 
weather for the new crop. Later the 
market became firihor on reports of 
damage by heat in the southwest, and 
a prediction of cold weather for tho 
Northwest, it being feared that tho 
September frost area might extend to 
the corn belt.

"British Columbia is the place to 
which I would advise Intending immi- 
grants having some money to come, in 
preference to any other part of Can- 
adu," said R. H. Court .at the Driard 
yesterday. Mr. Court is the business 
manager of "Canada," the handsome 
and profusely illustrated weekly paper 
devoted to placing the possibilities of 
tho Dominion before the British in- 
vestor. 

Mr. Court Is making a tour of the 
Dominion in the interests of his pub- 
lication, and has met with encouraging 
results. His paper has done more than 
any other single periodical to place 
Canada in the right light from an in- 
vestment standpoint before those who 
have money to invest. Although it 
was only started about two years ago, 
tho paper has about 70,000 weekly 
readers. It circulates chiefly among 
the well to do in the old country, al- 
though it lias a large and Increasing 
circulation in Canada. 

Discussing British Columbia Mr. 
Court said: 

"Pour province is not: being placed 
before the English people in the way 
that it .should be. A great deal is 
being heard over there about Canada, 
but it is nearly all about the prairies. 
The eastern provinces are also 
suffering somewhat with the result 
that they are taking steps to remedy 
this state of affairs by opening offices 
themselves in London. You have an 
office there and an agent, but if 1 may 
say so, you cannot expect to do much 
on $10,000 a year, which, I understand, 
is the whole appropriation to cover 
salaries, of lice rent and all expenses. 

"An immense amount of British ca- 
pital is pouring into Canada, and there 
is plenty more to follow, but British 
Columbia is not getting its fair share. 
What you need is more advertising of 
the right sort. Every day other parts 
of Canada are mentioned in the Brit- 
ish daily press, but you rarely see 
British Columbia mentioned. Now 
there is no part of Canada where there 
are more safe and profitable openings 
for capital than this province, and if 
you make the people of England real- 
ize that fact they will not be slow to 
act upon >t. 

"For the man of small capital I con- 
sider . British Columbia the Ideal spot. 
There are a thousand openings. Fruit 
farming alone, for the man who is 
willing to take the trouble to learn the 
business and has a little money, will 
afford lucrative opportunities. So also 
for tho skilled mechanic. You all say 
you need more white labor, but here 
there is at present a grave difficulty 
in the way. That is the cost of getting; 
here. An immigrant can land in 
Winnipeg for £S, but it takes him 
another to reach Victoria. In 

other words, it is at present twice as 
expensive for a working man to come 
to British Columbia as it is to the 
prairies. As the working men Who 
are doing so well at home that they 
have money to spare rarely emigrate, 
this Is a serious difficulty. But sus- 
tained effort should result in conces- 
sions, being obtained on these rates. 

"Your climate here is very similar to 
that of England; You have many Eng- 
lishmen bore already, and for that as 
well as other reasons 1 think British 
Columbia is the place for the English- 
man who is seeking greater opportuni- 
ties than at present' exist for the small 
capitalist In the old country. 

As '.vol! as looking out for the in- 
terests of his journal, Mr. Court is in- 
vestigating suitable investments to lay 
before friends In the old country, and 
he hopes that his trip will result in 
substantial sums of money being in- 
vested in Canadian projects.

Victoria Meteorological Office; 11 til to 
17th September, 1907. 

The weather during this week was 
for the most part cool, unsettled and 
rainy, anil particularly upon the Lower 
Mainland. During the 1 lt.li. rain was gen- 
eral throughout Vancouver island and 
the Lower Mainland due to the pres- 
ence of a low barometer area off the 
coast and cold weather over Northern 
British Columbia and Alberta. At the 
.same time snow was reported In Al- 
berta. ' The we'ttthnr was generally set- 
tled during the 12th and 13th and by the 
night of the 14th another storm area ap- 
peared off the coast, and rain again set 
in throughout the province, and the 
wind along the coast increased to a gale 
from the sou tb ward. By the night of 
Sunday 15th Nortbhcad reported an 
hourly velocity of 50 miles This dis- 
turbance gradually spread Inland over 
the province and caused considerable 
rain until the morning of the 17th. Up- 
on the Kith several inches of soft snow 
fell in Cariboo and a small amount in 
Alberta. 

The weather in the prairie provinces 
was moderately warm during the day, 
accompanied by local showers, while 
upon several occasions sharp frosts 
were reported at night.

FROM SAN DIEGO 
TO PUGET SOUND 

Alterations Planned for the Pa- 
cific Coast Company's 
Fleet ' 

' 

Alterations to the service on the 
coast of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
company are shortly to be announced 
When the steamer President loft for 
San Francisco on Tuesday night J. C. 
Ford, prcjldent of the steamship com- 
pany, was among the passengers hound 
to confer with officials of the company 
at Sun Francisco regarding proposed 
extensions of the service. 

One of the. most important announce- 
ments which is anticipated an an early 
date Is the sailing dates for the ves- 
sels which will he put on tho direct 
run from San Diego to Seattle and Pa- 
get Sound ports. This is expected as 
soon as tho Nome season Is closed and 
tho steamships used on that run can be 
diverted to the new traffic. 

With the new service the Pacific 
Coast company expects to create a new 
record in the deliveries of fruit to the 
northern market. Heretofore the rail 
charges have been so arranged that 
tho short haul rates from the fruit 
groves and plantations to San Fran- 
cisco arc too high to permit tranship- 
ment from the cars to steamships and 
return a profit to tho growers. 

it has cost the shipper nearly as 
much to send the fruit to San Fran- 
cisco as it has to forward it all the 
way north by rail, and the Pacific 
(.'oast company has not been able to 
handle the fruit from Southern Califor- 
nia because the fruit and vegetables 
will suffer by transhipment at San 
Kruneisco to steamers destined to Pu- 
gct Sound. 

By shipping direct without a change 
of cargoes at San Francisco however, 
tills difficulty will be overcome, and 
it is expected that on the return of 
President Ford he will lie able to make 
an announcement as to the sailings of 
tho new fleet which rwiU be put on the 
run. The service that is contemplated 
will make the run from San Diego to 
Puget Sound In four days. 

It, has not been determined whether 
Victoria will ho a port of call of the 
steamers in the service from Sun 
Diego. 

The different branches of the com- 
pany's enterprises have recently under- 
gone extensive Inspections all the way 
up t ho Pacific coast, from Sail Die-go 
to Alaska and at the conference which 
President Ford is journeying to at- 
tend a definite programme for the en- 
largement of the company's transport- 
ation will be decided on. 

Mechanical Superintendent Brown 
has just completed an Inspection of the 
wharves and buildings and his recom- 
mendations are considerable, owing to 
tho preparations necessary for the in- 
creased business which the company 
expects to handle.

A FAT CONTRACT 



Cariboo-Ashcroft Mail Contract 
Awarded to Toronto Men 
in'Secret 



The Cariboo people are yore. Irres- 
pective of party politics they are united 
in denouncing what the outspoken ones 
among them term the jobbery which 
has taken the mail contract on the 
Ashcroft-Cariboo road from the free 
competition amongst British Col- 
umbians, which was formerly the rule, 
and has given it over to a set of 
hungry Toronto politicians. Even .since 
the advent to power of the Laurier ad- 
ministration, so the up country peo- 
ple claim, tliis important contract has 
not been let, but has been given with- 
out calling for bids to eastern people 
who never came bear tho .country 
whence their gains were derived. 

A prominent resident from that sec- 
tion of tho country is In town and ad- 
mitted the truth of the complaints 
that have from time to time been fil- 
tering down to the coast. Speaking 
of the affallr to a Colonist reporter 
yesterday he said: 

"The present condition of affairs is 
denounced by everybody quite irres- 
pective of party. The facts are briefly 
these. For years and years, in fact 
over since tho Cariboo road has been 
traveled from tho days of tho early 
placed gold discoveries, the contract 
for tho mail service has been let by 
contract, Tender., havo always been 
called for and everyono was given a 
chanco to compete. The result natur- 
ally was that the man who lived in 
and know tho couiftry, men who spent 
what money they made In the country, 
were awarded tho contract. But in 
183(1 upon the advent of the Liberal 
administration all that was changed. 
Former Postmaster General Sir Wil- 
liam Mulock gave the business to a 
Toronto concern. Bids were usked for, 
but Sir William refused to give it to 
the lowest, but mado a privato ar-

rnngement in Toronto, and tho profits 
are drawn by a lot of tenderfoot down 
in tho cent belt who probably do not 
a mule from a cayuse. 

"A great hardship was worked on 
those who formerly had the contract 
and who had considerable sums in- 
vested in tho necessary horses and 
outfit. The contract used to be worth 
from $.3,000 to $25,000, but goodness 
only knows what it costs now. We 
have no definite information on 
that point, but ft Is generally believed 
from the way it is run that It must be 
costing a great deal more than it 
uaed to. Because the gross figures 
are largo it was thought by the effete 
easterner to bo a fat thing, hence the 
changes. As a matter of fact It was 
not at tho figures given. It require.-; a 
large Investment and the wear and 
tear on stock, and running expenses 
generally; are enormous. We heard 
that a big spueal wont up after tho 
easterners had had it for a while, and 
that then the appropriation was very 
largely increased, Ibut as to this I can 
only speak from rumor. But certain 
It Is that since 1S9G no tenders have 
been called for, although bids used to 
be invited every four years. Those who 
should know say that the mall is being 
Illegally carried, that the law requires 
that such contracts should be awarded 
only to the lowest bidder. As to that 
I cannot personally say. I am no 
lawyer. But I know that the upcountry 
people think it is about time the graft 
was put a stop to. The time is ap- 
proaching when In the ordinary course 
of events tenders should be called for 
carrying this mall, and we want the 
tenders called. We want tho peoplo 
that live in the country to have a 
chanco at what profit there may be in 
It, especially as they will spend their 
money in the country instead of Its re- 
maining In the east, also we shall 
then get a more satisfactory ser- 
vice. 

"This contract covers carrying the 
mail by stage a distance of ^iboiit 
.100 miles and is only comparable with 
tho old Wolls-Fargo stages in the 
states. It is the only one of Its kind 
In Canada, at any rate In tho west, and 
around It are woven a thousand tales 
of hardships, death and fortune. It is 
an Institution, and an old one, of which 
wo are proud, and It is an outrage that 
it should be farmed out for tho benefit 
of absentee grafters." 



The Victoria Trades and Labor 
Council met last evening, Vice-Presi- 
dent McKay in the chair, and R. Ryan 
acting as secretary. 

W. Duncan was seated as a delegate 
from the Cooks' and Walters' union. 

Delegate Johnson, on behalf of the 
Oriental exclusion committee of tho 
council presented the following report: 
Gentlemen, — Your Oriental exclusion 
committee beg to report that the pro- 
posed interview with the Hon. Mr. 
Templeman took place Saturday, Sep- 
tember 7. Wo discussed the Asiatic 
question In all its bearings, and found 
hlrh to bo entirely in sympathy with 
tho Idea of total exclusion of all Asi- 
atics, but ho pointed out the great 
difficulty of dealing with the question 
particularly as regards Japanese. Ho 
hoped a solution would be found that 
would he satisfactory to all. We also 
recommend the adoption of tho fol- 
lowing resolutions: "That the blame 
for the Vancouver riot must rest 
jointly with the provincial and Do- 
minion governments. The Dominion 
government having plainly the power 
to deal with matters respecting immi- 
gration has shown shameful dllatorl- 
ness In dealing with the question, and 
should have foreseen the dangers of 
Japanese immigration before they 
adopted the treaty, but had the pro- 
vincial government taken a firm and 
uncompromising stand at the outset 
instead of trying to humbug the peo- 
plo a solution might have been found 
for the difficulty. Unlawful outbreuks 
by the people only takes place when 
they have lost conildence in govern- 
ments to do their duty.

Asiatic committee. 
Delegate McEachern, of the Car- 
penter's union presented the following 
tables for the use or the Asiatic com; 
miltee, showing the number of Ori- 
.entajla, landed in Victoria and Van- 
couver for local distribution — only 
those who were in transit for other 
ports of Canada— the United States or 
Europe were not taken into consider- 
ation. Asiatics entering British Co- 
lumbia from January 1, 1907, to Sep- 
tember 12, 1007: 

Chinese, 2,634; Japanese, 2,244; East 
Indians, 2,802. Total, 7,740. 

The total number that entered Bri- 
tish Columbia, including those in 
transit to 'Eastern Canadian and 
United States points would be 13,004. 
The Chinese availing themselves of 
the return privilege are not given In 
the above figures. 

By agreement with Japan and Do- 
minion of Canada only four men were 
to bo allowed to leave Japan from 
each district in ono year to locate In 
Canada, and according to the number 
of districts four or live hundred is the 
very most that should have come to 
Canada. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Dele- 
gate McEachern for tho information 
he furnished. 

A. E. McEachern moved and J. 
Fraser seconded a resolution de- 
nouncing governments for appointing 
men to responsible ofllcial positions 
who were interested in having alien 
labor brought into Canada. The reso- 
lution passed. 

A resolution in favor of all white 
men refusing military duty until such 
time as their interests received proper 
recognition from tho powers that bo 
was, after some debate, laid on the 
table for an indefinite period. 

The recommendation of the execu- 
tive committee in favor of compulsory 
pilotage was taken up and a resolu- 
tion passed favoring the same, with 
the understanding that it was passed 
only because tho council believed it 
would safeguard human life. 

The. Painters' union sent a donation 
of $10 and the Tailors' union $5 to help 
defray the expenses of doiegates to 
Labor congress. 

Phil. It. Smith asked for permission 
to address tho council, which was 
granted. He spoke strongly In favor 
of the resolutions above referred to 
and regretted that tho members did 
not see their way clear to pass them 
in their entirety. 

The council closed at 10.30 after the 
Asiatic exclusion committee had been 
instructed to call a public meeting for 
the formation of an Exclusion league 
in Victoria.
